today to the scene of street car strike 
riots which kept Columbus in a, state 
of 
disorder for weeks ex-President 


Roosevelt In a speech here denounced 
in strongest terms acts of lawlessness 
and men who committed them. 
Th» 


state capital is still being guarded by 
militia and Col. Roosevelt himself was 
guarded by United States troops from 
the Columbus barracks. 


Col. Roosevelt was met at the sta- 


tion by the regulars and state militia 
and 
committees 
representing 
the 


chamber of commerce and citizens of 
the city. -He proceeded at the head ot 
a parade to the park, halt a mile from 
the station, where he delivered his 
speech. 


Mayor George S. Marshall occupied 


a seat on the platform from 
which 


Col. Roosevelt spoke. 


Col. Roosevelt's Address. 


Col. Roosevelt's speech was as fol- 


lows: 


"Before I came to Ohio, I of course 


knew of the lamentable condition of 
things which had continued for BO 
many weeks here at Columbus, the 
state capital. As. soon as I entered 
Ohio, and everxsince I have from time 
to time been addressed by letter and 
even personally by both' sides askins 
rne to come. to. Columbus to .speak. . '. 
will say frankly that I did not like to 
come here, but I like still less dodging 
and so I have come. I notice I havt 


• been advertised to speak on the sub- 


ject ot law and order and so I shall 
But 1 shall also' speak on justice,' fof 
exactly as it.is.the duty of. all .gooc 
cltlens to see absolutely and withou 
reserve that law and order prevail, i 
Is just as much their duty to see tha 
justice prevails.

-...ment of Justice'is1 th'e-establishment 


of law and orde,r, and woe .to. the_ man, 


- public official or private citizen, who 


fails to realize this -'fact. 
And espe-

"Now the flrst duty of the govern- 


ment authorities, high and low, from 
top to bottom, is to put an end to the 
reign of violence 
and 
disorder, to 


check and punish every crime of "brutal- 
ity and lawlessnfss. No excuse can be 
accepted for any government official 
who fails to do his duty in this re- 
gard, and no excuse can be accepted 
for,any private citizen who fails not 
merely passively, but "actively to per- 
form the prime duty of good citizen- 
ship in joining with tlie authorities in 
helping to put an end to such an In-, 
tolerable condition. 


Cites Judge Sater. 


.- "I call your attention to what Judge 
Sater did a year ago In the case of the 
striking miners in Southern Ohio. The 
employers applied to him for an in- 
junction against the miners. 
He de- 


clined to grant it, but he gave to both 
parties a lecture from the bench to 
which, I am glad to say, they pairl 
heed. He warned them that violence 
would not be permitted and that the 
whole part of the state would, if nec- 
essary, be invoked to suppress it. Let 
;the employes remember that it may 
well be to the interest of some of their 
leaders for political or other reasons 


; to have lawlessness and disorder con- 


tinue, but that it is pre-eminently 
against the interest of the workingmen 
ttiemselves. 


"Then your duty has not ended. It 


haa only begun. Then you will have 
obtained law and order, but you are 
derelict in your duty unless yo utreat 
this merely as the first, although a 
necessary and all important step in 
obtaining justice. 
In any big strike 


not only th eemployes and employers 
are particularly in interest, but the 
public i?. too. Especially is this tho 
case with public -service corporations. 


Not Merely Duty, But Right. 


"It is not merely your duty, but 


your right, you people of Columbus, 
you people of Ohio to insist on knowing 
all the facts that led up to and brought 
on this strike and pass judgment upon 
it. It has been .alleged to me that the 
trouble began because ot a dismissal 
by the company of some of its em- 
ployes for siskins higher w-aires. It. is 
also alleged that it has continued be- 
cause of the open or rm-crt efforts of 
the'corporation to prevent the forming 
nf a. union among th eemploycs. Both 
allegations are d'nic'l.

Threats and Demanded a 
Large Sum in Ransom. 


New York, Sept. 10.—-Little Michael 


Slmeea, the three-year-old son of Dr. 
Michael Simeca, a prominent Italian 
physician, is today safely in the hands 
of his relatives after having been held 
for nearly three months a captive by 
"Blackhand 
kidnapers." 
The abduc- 


tors of the boy have so far escaped the 
police- drag-net. 


Much mystery surrounds the . cir- 


cumsta'nces of' the child's re-appear- 
ance.

Michael would be found walking on 
Fifty-fifth street. The boy uttered a 
cry of joy when he saw his relatives 
and was soon snugly wrapped up in 
a carriage and on the way to the home 
of Dr. Petrella, Dr. Simeca's father-in- 
law, in Brooklyn. 


Michael Simeca was spirited away 


from his parents' home on June 17. 
Shortly afterward demands for large 
sums for his ransom began to pour 
in on his well-to-do father through 
the mails and in mysterious telephone 
messages.

would be killed also were received and 
his'parents were in an agony of ter- 
ror lest harm would come to him.

to the bottom. Distress siRnals were 
given as the vessel continued to sink 
and the lifeboats on the port side were 
owered but not cut away from the 
ship, Captain Kilty continuing to head 
the vessel for the west- shore of Lake 
Michigan. AH ot the survivors jumped 
or were thrown from the boat when 
she sank and were picked up by boats 
from steamer No. ;17. 


One theory current here today as to 


the cause of the wreck is that the- car 
ferry may have had a loose plate 
when'she set'out from hero. In this 
event, it is' reasoned, the dumping 
overboard of several heavy railroad 
cars may have resulted' In the entire 
shaking off of the loose plate as there 
would be a- heavy reaction after each 
car dropped Irom the terry.

10.—If the 


water from the lake on the estate of 
John D. Rockefeller at Forest Hill has 
a tendency to fatten mosquitoes, what 
effect will oil from the Standard Oil- 
company have? This Is now a ques- 
tion to be determined by the Cleveland 
park board. For some time the resi- 
dents in the neighborhood o£ Dufjway 
brook have been pestered with mil- 
lions of mosquitoes which have bred 
in the brook during low water. 
To 


help the situation the park' hoard re- 
quested Rockefeller to open the fiooa 
gates at his lake, which feeds the 
brook, and allow the water io flush the 
stream. 
This he readily consented to 


do and the lake was drained. 


The remedy seemed worse than the 


cure. 
The mosquitoes which before 


had been of ordinary size, were claim- 
ed by the inhabitants of the neighbor- 
hood to have grown enormous and 
waxed far 
more energetic 
on the 


waters from the lake until they had 
become practically unbearable. 
The 


park department has now decided to 
purchase from the Standard Oil com- 
pany a large quantity o£ petroleum to 
turn loose in the brook in hope that it 
will accomplish what the flooding pro- 
cess failed to do.

THE BROWNE VERDICT. 


The acquittal of Lte O'Nell Browne, 


in a Chicago court, of bribery In con- 
nection with United States Senator 
William Lorimer's election does not 
mean that he has been vindicated or 
that he has entirely escaped. Another 
Indictment rests against him and It 
was returned by a i?rand jury lii Sans- 
jirnon county, Illinois. Upon that In- 
dictment he must yet be tried. Spring- 
field is not Chicago and there, per- 
haps, the progress of justice will be 
over wider and smoother paths than 
n gigantic city like Chicago can af- 
ford. 


Browne was acquitted of the charge 


that he paid a bribe to Representative 
White Y'o Vote for Lorlmer for senator. 


--Ti'ie jury acquitted him of that charge. 


Three other members of the lejrislar 
ture 
have been similarly 
indicted. 


Three of them have confessed that 
they did accept large sums to give 
their support to Lorlmer. Perhaps in 
the trials to he held under these In- 
dictments more signal results will be 
achieved than were secured in the two 
Browne trials In Chicago. 


Ko one wants 
Browne punished 


merely as a vindication of popular 
suspicion if he be innocent. 
A jury 


has declared that he is not guilty as 
charged in the Cook county indictment. 
The verdict goes no farther than that 
and It cannot dissolve the mass of 
evidence, some of it legally admissible 
and some of It abstract but none the 
less convincing, that the election of 
Senator Lorimer was procured by cor- 
rupt means. The matter has not been 
entirely bared In the Browne trials. 
The vindication of Senator Lorlmer 
and the exoneration of his indicted 
supporters have not yet come.

Soldiers. 


Indianapolis, Sept 10.—Inspired by 


reports of the splendid work done by 
the Indiana national guard while it 
hag been at tho maneuver camp Gov- 
ernor Marshall yesterday, In paying 
a visit to the camp as commander'in 
chief of the state's military forces, 
declared he will recommend to the 
next legislature 
legislation for any- 


thing officers of the national guard-at 
a conference deem necessary to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the organization. 


The governor looked over the camp, 


called on Brig. Gen. "William J. Mc- 
Kee, commanding the I ndiana . bri- 
gade, and visited the headquarters o£ 
each Indiana regiment. He expressed 
himself as proud of Indiana's soldiers. 
The governor was accompanied by 
Brig. Gen. George "W. McCoy, adju- 
tant general of Indiana, and Frank E. 
Payne, of the Indiana railroad comrnis1 
aion. In camp ho was joined by Brig. 
Gen. 
Charles Garrard, 
quartermaster 


general of the -state. , 


At the governor's request pomp and 


ceremony were omitted. 


"I do not know very much about 


military affairs and I have very little 
personal knowledge about the efficien- 
cy of the 
Indiana national 
guard," 


said Governor Marshall, "but there is 
one thing 1 do know, and that is—the 
guard is a pretty asset for the state 
to have. 
The state troops are. badly 


In need of armories. In my judgment 
the best way to get armories Is to 
pass a law making it compulsory on 
the part of commissioners to erect 
buildings to he used as armories. 


"I do not believe the state has a 


right to sk, men to give up their time 
for drilling and maneuvering without 
providing the proper kind ot a place 
in which to drill and suitable quar- 
ters. I've been anxious to show my 
appreciation of our national guard. If 
the time should come -when I need a 
staff,. It will be selected from among 
the officers of the Indiana 
national 


guard."-

HE New York State Fair has finally come 
Into Its own.

of the State Fair— a history, thnt has ruu almost con- 
temporaneously with that of agriculture in A'ew York 
State. As farming reached its golden zenith in the 
Empire State so was the old time fair .it its height 
of popularity. As New York farming lost some of 
Its former vigor and strength, just so did the State 
Fair continue to decline— until the State government 
leaned down and gave to it a helping hand". 


James Donatien Le Bay de Ghauiuont, who was a 


Revolutionary exile from France and the grand Seig- 
neur of Northern .New York— his splendid chateau, 
a few miles outside of Watertown, is to-day falling 
Into graceful old age— was the first president of tbe 
Kew York State Agricultural Society, which came 
into its being at Albany in February, 1832. Repre- 
sentative New York men, like E. I>. Livingston, Am- 
brose Spencer. Jacob Morris and Eobert S. Rose, were 
the vice presidents of the society, which was intended 
to "distribute information among the farmers of the 
State and to promote and encourage enlightened and so peatman attracMon was he that the admissions 
agriculture."

When .the short September day turns to twilight and 


the folk behind tile booths at the fair begin to shoft 
real fatigue you will hie yourself with the Syracuse 
man tbat you have corralled back into town. Fifteer 
minutes in a long train will put you in the very heart 
of the place. After a bite of dinner you will hie your- 
selves over to S.iliua street—Syracuse's Broadway— 
niul when you first see Salina street, you will let your- 
self have a real gasp of pleasure and of surprise, 


A Place of Radiance. 


For Ihe place is radiant with the glow of thousand! 


of incandescent bulbs. The sidewalks are lin«d with 
a metropolitan crowd, which has been waiting pa- 
tiently sincc'long before the fair shut down its gates 
for the night. The crowd does not wait in rain. For 
down the length of that, broad street there comes the 
splendor of the autumn night—a. slow inoving- 
pngcant, garish in flambeaux, refined and exqulsit* 
in the taste, and color of the great floats and their 
peoples. You rub your eyes in quick surprise. This 
is not the South. New Orleans ivith all of her tradi- 
tion? and her warmth of temperament; nor yet the 
West. Lost Angeles with one. of her lavish displays; 
this is the cold, hard North, the cold, hard East— 
Syracuse, in a lordly triumph of carnival. The night 
parades of the Hudson-Fultou celebration, with all 
the great expenditures made upon them, were no bet- 
ter than this; the so-called Mardi Gras ia the fall 
down at Coney Island never half as good. 


The pageant moves solemnly—to the gay fanfare 


of a half, "a dozen bands. Float after float rolls past 
—you are seeing the life of the uations of the world 
in this gaudy night show. Ihe Queen of Ireland wears 
eye-gla?scs but. you do not care—that spirit of carni- 
val has sunk well within you. 


On one night there may be a water carnival, and 


i lie big basin oC the Erie Canal, in the very centre of 
jyractise, comes into efficient use. Stands are built, 
.•alriums and brass bands planted at the right pointi. 


From down the slender waterway conies a barge 


—no lowly scow from Palmyra or Chittenango loaded 
down with lumber or sand—but a King's barge.

arator, big enough for a herd of four 
or flve cows and it will *«.,» lts cost 
the first year. If properly cared for 
a separator Is good for ten years. 


The cream from a separator will 


bring more money because it Is uni- 
form In richness and is sweeter be- 
cause as It Is separated while the "Ilk 
Is warm and fresh It does not absorb 
odors as it would if left 
standing 
iround. 
\ 


The separator saves hauling milk 


to the creamery and then hauling the 
»klm milk back to the farm. 
Then 


ikim milk hauled any considerable 
fl stance becomes cold and .ometlmes 
Olrty and tainted and not fit to feed. 


If a farmer has 10 or more cows 


he will require a larger separator- 
one that will handle say 150 pound* 
of milk in about fifteen minutes and 
he then should have a small gasolene 
engine to do the work. It is quicker 
ind cheaper than hand power. 


CAKE OP THE HORSE. 


Farm work horses are apt to be 


neglected at this time of the year, be- 
cause of the general rush of farm 
work. This should, however, not b» 
the case: but, instead, they should 
have more care and attention than at 
any other time of the year. 


"Working In the fleld during this hot 


and dry weather causes the horses 


" to perspire, and the skin will nit with 


dirt and dust, which Js held by the 
perspiration us it dries. 
Unless this 


Is removed, the skin will become ir- 
ritated, and it makes the horse un- 


A 
comfortable. In order to remove thl», 
and to Improve the general health 
of the animal, he should be well 
brushed night and morning. It great- 
ly adds to the comfort of a horse to 
be brushed In the evening after a 
day's hard work. 
The curry comb 


should be used as little as possible, 
and only to loosen dirt that cannot 
be removed with the brush. . To groom 


- the horse well after hard work, does 


not only clean the skin, but it pre- 
vents-various parasitic diseases of the 
ekln. It gives the horse a glossy coat 
and keeps him in better condition. If 
the hor««s have been perspiring when 


^brought Into the stable, It is a good 


plan to let them roll in the yard and 
then rinse them with water that is 
slightly warm. This will remove the 


f dirt and sweat. The body should then 


be gone over with a curved, round 
scrape. 
Following this, the 
skin 


should be rubbed with a cloth to get 
It dry and lay the hair flat.

DON'T KILL THE TOAD 


Interesting Information Regarding the Habits of This Animal and How It 


Benefits Gardens and Fanners 


By F. L. liANDACRB. 


Toads have been found to be friends 


of the farmer. 


They feed entirely upon an incred- 


ible number of insects. The federal 
department of agriculture, Investigat- 
ing the toad, discovers the startling 
fact that in twenty-four hours the 
insect food consumed by one toad 
equals In quantity four times the ca- 
pacity of its stomach, which is prac- 
tically filled and emptied four times 
even' twenty-four hours. 
One hun- 


dred fifty-nine stomachs examined by 
the department showed a content of 
19 per cent of ants: IB per cent of 
cut worms; 10 per cent of thousand 
legged worms; 9 per cent caterpillars, 
8 per cent of ground beetles; 5 per 
cent of destructive wtevles; S per cent 
of grasshoppers, together with crick- 
ets, spiders, sow bugs, potato bugs and 


a miscellaneous lot of other insects.

The frogs and toads, like many ani- 


mals that are unable to defend them- 


selves with teeth or claws, and arel 
slow of foot and at the same timej 
make a tempting morsel for almost, 
any flesh-eating animal, rely to some 
extent at least on protective colora- 
tion. 


Thit Is. they may seek »urround- 


ings in which their permanent color 
Is Inconspicuous or. as in the case of 
the frog and toad, they may in addi- 
tion change 'their color to suit the sur- 
roundings. 


If you examine a toad particularly, 


or even a frog, you will see several 
colors, such as red, yellow and brown 
shading Into black. 


The Intensity of these colors and 


the amount of surface covered by 
them varies, so that the effect of the 
blended colors varies considerably. 


An interesting experiment for a 


young naturalist consists In placing 
frogs, particularly the tre.o frogs, on R 
green, brown, or gray background to 
see to what extent they will assume 
the color of their surroundings. 


The skin of the toad is covered 


with warts, which have a more or less 
unpleasant taste to anlrrals if we may 
Judge by their actions when they pick 
up a toad. 


The raccoon is said to roll the toad 


between Its paws somo time before 
eating It. While the secretion of the 
skin Is protective neither it nor any 
other act of the toad produces warts. 


The food habits of the toad can be 


easily tested by keeping them in the 
yard or garden and feeding 'them In 
the evening. They feed at night, and 
are not at all wild after being handled 
a few times. 


In feeding them, only live insects 


should be used, and when placed near 


SILAGE MAKES GOOD MILK. 
We sometimes hear complaints that 


•ilage gives an unpleasant flavor to 
milk, but —•> believe it is due almost 
entirely to bad silage. If corn Is cut 
at Just the right time and put up as 
It ihould be there can be no bad 
flavor. 


If corn 1» cut too green It will make 


a Ttry *<njr,silage and .It this is fed 
only an hour or two before milking it 
itay affect the milk. But If the corn 
1» cut just when the grains are well 
glared and fed soon after milking it 
will produce no unpleasant result*. 


Milk will absorb the flavor of silage 


if it is allowed to stand in uncovered 
pall* near the silo or where loose 
silig. Is exposed and that Is why milk 
ihould never be taken from cows 
where silage is fed.

antine, lino costs the agriculture of 
that region the eriormoug sum ot 
$100,000,000 per year. In this day of 
modern agriculture and Increased In- 
telligence among the farmers this is 
too high a tax, even if it is a volun- 
tary one, to pay for the privilege ot 
harboring a nuisance.

through four states: egg, seed tick, 
nymph and adult.

By seed tick is meant the little tick 


trom hatching up to the first moult.

The term adult is 'applied to the 


tick atter the second moult and In- 
cludes the so-called "yearling tick" 
and the fully engorged tick. The en- 
gorged tick lays from 1,500 to 4,000 
eggs in from 9 to 55 days, depending 
upon the season of the year, requiring 
the longer period in cold weather and 
the shorter in summer.

The six-leg-ged -seed ticks hatch 


from the eggs in from 26 to 29 days, 
again depending upon the tempera- 
ture. 


The seed ticks crawl upon srass, 


Cyc'e showing time necessary to 


ftarve all seed ticks haicLlng from 
eggs laid by engorged fflcks which 
drop from cattle on

weed* and shrubs and *wa!t the com- 
ing of animal*, from one day to sev- 
eral week*. 


After getting on an animal the seed 


ticks feed seven to 12 days, when they 
shed their skin, emerging as eight- 
legged nymphs. 


The nymphs feed upon the host ani- 


mal five to- 10 days, then 
moult, 


emerging as adults. 


The adults mate and feed four to 


It days, when they drop to the ground 
and lay eggs. 


The fever tick completes this cycle 


twice and in favorable seasons three 
times a year in Tennessee.. They have 
been doing this as long as we have 
known anything of them and will con- 
tinue to do so indefinitely unless man 
steps in to break the cycle. 


In the illustration is shown the 


length of the various stages in the life 
cycle of the seed ticks hatching from 
eggs laid by engorged ticks dropping 
from the host animal on^Aprll 15. 
After the ticks drop to the ground 10 
days will elapse before egg laying be- 
gins. 


The ticks will continue laying until 


May 28, or 33 days, the eggs will be- 
gin hatching on June 25, an incuba- 
tion period of 60 days, and the seed 
ticks will not all be dead until Novem- 
ber 13, a period ot four months and 
19 days (141 days.) This tells us why 
It is absolutely necessary to keep all 
horses, mules and cattle off a pasture 
In whl6h an attempt is being made to 
starve out the ticks. 


Pastures from which live stock 


removed for a sufficient time become 
free of ticks by a process of starvation, 
as the ticks can not live to maturity 
if they are unable to get upon ani- 
mals. The time required for all ticks 
to die attor the stock has been re- 
moved from infested fields and pas- 
tures varie* considerably, depending- 
on climate, season, and weather con- 
ditions. Experience has shown, how- 
ever, that the period from September 
1 to July 1 Is sufficient, and this ap- 
pears to be the most convenient time- 


Toads' Eggs. 


the toad, Insects disappear as If by 
magic. 


The toad's tongue is fastened in the 


front part of its mouth and IOOBO be- 
hind, and is flipped tftrt so suddenly 
that It Is almost invisible, even if you 
keep your eye on the animal when it 
is In the act of catching an Insect. 


They will be found to eat almost 


any kind of insect and will devour 
large numbers, and any one attempt- 
ing to supply a toad with all the in- 
sects It will devour will find a large 
task on his hands. 


They are simply invaluable in rid- 


ding gardens and fields of Injurious In- 
sects. 


The feeding habits of toads and 


frogs are closely related to the'r meth- 
od of spending the winter. 


During the summer food Is stored 


In the body in the form of fat, in 
thi liver in the form of glycogen, a 
form of sugar, and In the muscles. 


In the fall, on the approach of cold 


weather, they bury themselves below 
the frost line and olowly use their 
stored up food. 
~^- 


The temperature of the body Is only 


slightly above the surrounding earth, 
and they may be partially fro*en even 
and revive. During hibernation they 
cease to breathe by using the lungs 
and breathe through the skin: the 
beating of the heart and the circula- 
tion slow down, so that a very small 
amount of food and oxygen Is suffi- 
cient. 


On hot sand beaches the toad es- 


capes the extreme heat In the day 
time by burying itself. Its tempera- 
ture varies with its surroundings, be- 
ing below the highest temperature In 
which it can live and above the low- 
est. 


It would be more accurate to de- 


scribe the toad as having a variable 
temperature than to call It cold- 
blooded. . 


The method by which frogs bury 


themselves is not easy to observe, as 
they usually hibernate In tha mud, 
but toads can sometimes ba found 
burrowing In the ground backwards, 
working the loose soli In front of 
them. 


The winter sleep Is followed imme- 


diately in the "spring by egg-laying, 
and much of the stored up food 1* 
probably used In forming tha large 
masses of esgs which toads and frogs 
lay. 


These are always deposited In the 


water. The frog's eggs are In a ma*» 
and tha toad's In a long string; both 
are covered by a Jelly-like coat, which 
swells up and make* the mass of egg* 
frequently larger than tha parent. 


This covering probably protects the 


eggs from being eaten and also serves 
to retain the heat of the sun's ray*. 


The rate of growth of the egg de- 


pends upon the temperature, but in a 
few days the young tadpoles come out 
of tho eggs remaining attached, how- 
ever, to the masses ot Jelly or to ad- 
jacent .vegetation. 


The metamorphosis of toads and 


frogs is one of the most marvelou* 
processes in nature and gives us a hint 
how other animals that now always 
live on land once came out of the 
water, for all land animal* show evi- 
dence of having descended from wmttr 
animals. 


The inflation of the body I* & cur- 


lom habit of toads and frog*.

the snake, which is their wont enemy, 
to swallow them.

Size of the seed Is associated with 


pungency of the flesh of the fruit or 
in other words, the smallest seeds pro- 
duce hot fruits and the larger the seed 
the milder the fruit. 


Size of seed increases with size of 


plant, that is, the smallest seed pro- 
duces short plants and the larger the 
seed the taller the plant. 


Site of seed Increases with size of 
uji^or In other words, tha smallest 


«eed produces small fruits, and the 
larger the seed the larger the fruit. 


Size of seed is associated with po- 


sition of fruit on the^ plant, that Is, 
the smallest s,eed produces upright 


fruits, and the larger seeds produce 
pendant fruits. 


Eange In slza of seedling varies In- 


versely with that of maturity peribd 
of plant, or in other words, the taller 
the seedling at a given period, after 
planting, the sooner it reaches matur- 
ity. 


Small-fruited plants are most pro- 


lific, that Is, produce, the ..greatest 
number of fruits. 
" 


Small-fruited plants have the finer 


foliage. 


Absence of light promotes the vege- 


tative function at the expense of the 
reproductive function (deduced from 
shading experiments.) 


Foliage exposed to sunlight is much 


smaller than that grown in the dark. 


. Mature fruits of all colors acquire 
more or less red, even in the ab- 
sence of light. 


On the same plant, the earlier- 


formed fruits are often three times 
the size ot those produced later. 


All fruits are green before acquir- 


ing their normal colors. 


"Hot" fruits are more apt to turn 


dark or pink when exposed to light 
than "mild" fruits.

FORM FOR CONCRETE CULVERT 


The proper drainage with good cul- 


vert Is the foundation of good road* 
Concrete stands at the head of the 
class of materials for culverts Biid 
abutments. 


Excavate to the depth of S feet and 


width of 6 feet, and the full width of 
the road. Set up and stake In place 
two planks or slabs 10 inches wide, 
as shown at BB in the picture. As 
these pieces are to remain in place, 
they may be of any ordinary stuff Just 
good enough to hold the concrete in 
place until it sets. These pieces are 
set 5 feet at the end where the water 
starts in and 5 1-2 at the lower end. 
They should have a fall of 1 inch to 
-each foot In length. Now, put a layer 
,of concrete 6 inches deep, and hollow 
out and smooth down. Raise the side 
toward BB, keeping them in position 
as shown In the picture. 


Set up 10-Inch boards cc 18 inches 


from BB. This will make the walls 
of culvert 18 inches thick, and the 
opening 2 feet wide at the upper enOt, 
and 2 feet and 6 inches at the lower! 


As the forms are being filled with 


concrete, sand or gravel should be 
filled in at "a" for a core, which after- 
ward may be shoveled out and earth 
filled in behind the outside pieces to 
hold it in position. 


When the form is filled to the top 


of the planks the center, or core, 
should be rounded up with sand to 
form the arch of opening In the cul- 
vert . This sand should be packed 
solid and smoothed off nicely so the 
surface of the arch will be smooth. 


A plank should ba set up at each 


end of tho culvert before any concrete

At the time of the earthquake and fire, April 18,

to speak. Accordingly, as soon as the earth had 
ceased trembling, she proceeded to fill the bath-tubs 
and all other receptacles in the house with water. 
She feared that the disturbance of the earth had 
broken the supply mains; and hardly had she filled 
the last pitcher when- her fear was proved well- 
grounded. The water ceased to flow." But the first 
step that made it possible for the flag to save the 
house had been taken. Mr. Sheppard and Mr. Dakin 
took the second step. In order that the household 
might have a supply of drinking water, they brought 
home from a neighboring grocery a dozen or so 
bottles of water charged with carbonic acid gas,-— 
the kind of bottles where you press a lever at the 
top, and the water fizzes out in a stream under pres- 
sure. 
They are commonly called "siphons." 


At this time no one thought the house in danger.

The Partial in J«ru«»Um, 


The Pharisees were far more numer- 


ous than the Sadducees. and not of 
such high rank, because they attached 
themselves to the scribes instead of to 
the priests. They were the law party, 
going far beyond the law of God as 
given by Moses. They thus put heavy 
burdens upon men, and made serving 
God anything but «. delight. 


The Herodlan* were a small political 


party who had gathered about King 
Herod, when he was ruler In Pales- 
tine. 
They were hated both by the 


Pharisees and th« Sadducees. 
But 


directly to the money-changers for it. 
once, at least, the Pharisees 
made 


common cause with them, when they 
tried to entrap Jesus by questions. 


The Sadducees asked their question 


because they knew that according to 
the law of Moses it was the custom 
for a man to marry the widow of a 
brother, or even o' brothers; and they 
thought that Jesus must either con- 
demn the law or deny the resurrection. 
In a single sentence 
Jesus 
showed 


them that a law concerning marriage 
on earth was not applicable In heaven. 
They wanted Jesus to declare Himself 
an opponent of the law. 
They were 


continually ' bringing 
this 
charge 


against Him, although Jesus had said 
that Ho came not to destroy the law 
and the prophets, but to fulfill them. 
And the Sadducees were, silenced by 
Jesus' reply. Possibly they were made 
to feel thnt they must let God know 
some things 
n-hich they 
could not 


know. 


Him. It was not a cent, but a coin 
worth about seventeen cents. 


It had the head of Caesar on one side 


with the Inscription. "Tiberius Caesar, 
the son of the deified Augustus, him- 
self Augustus." On the other side was 
the image of the deified Augustus him- 
self, with the 
Inscription, "Pontif 


Maxim"—the greatest of all rulers 
Put in contrast with this the Jewish 
half shekel. 
On one side, the words 


"Half shekel," and the lavcr; and on 
the other, "Jerusalem Holy," and the 
three flowers, representing the God- 
head. Only such a coin, or the shekel 
which was similar in design, could be 
used to pay tribute to God In the tern 
pie service. 


The Gnat Comm*ndm«nt. 


Verily, the Pharisees had asked a 


hard question of Jesus. When the coin 
He had requested was brought to Him 
He reminded them of their constant 
use of it In matters ot trade, and then 
uttered the principle that if they used 
Caesar's money, they were in duty 
bound to pay tribute to him. "Render 
•unto Caesar the things that are Cae- 
sar's." 
This principle was afterward 


put Into th« Talmud, the Jewish com- 
mentary on the law, in the words: "If 
a kjng's coin is current in a. country, 
the men of that country do thereby 
evidence that they acknowledge him 
their lord."

ruler.)

The word "limited," or the letters 


"ltd.." attached to the name of a firm 
or corporation means that the members 
of the firm or company are individually 
liable for the debts of the company 
only to the specified amount, often an 
amount not exceeding the stock that 
the members hold respectively. 
The 


term "limited" may be applied appro- 
priately to other than commercial in- 
t.erj»sts. 
It may be applied to human 


and social relationships. 


Tt is a fact of common observation 


that there is a claim or conception of 
"brotherhood" often thrust upon our 
attention which is nothing more or 
other thnn a "brotherhood, 'limited.'" 
Tho doctrine ot "brotherhood," as often 
proclaimed on public squares and sand- 
lots or as preached in pulpits is a 
"brotherhood, ltd.," a limited brother- 
hood, and is likely no brotherhood at 
nil.

a brother unionist, but which has often 
permitted a, non-unionist to suffer and 
die from lack of care arid sympathy, 
and which has even hastened the pro- 
cess by violence. 


The priest may stand for the Broth- 


erhood of Churchism. -which will stop 
and stay and often render material aid 
where there are obligations of fellow 
church membership. 


And the Samaritan may stand—and 


evermore will stand—for the Brother- 
hood of Mankind, irrespective of race 
and nationality and social condition;
